Section 1. That Article III, 


Section 24, of the Texas Con- 
stitution, be amended to read 
as follows: 


"Section 24. (1) The State 


Ethics Commission is created 
as an agency of the State. The 
commission consists of nine 
members. 
Three 
members 


shall be appointed by the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court 
of Texas with the advice and 
consent 
of 
the 
Associate 
Justices serving on the Court, 
three members shall be ap- 
pointed 
by 
the 
Presiding 


Judge of the" Court of Criminal 
Appeals of Texas with the 
advice and consent of the other 
Judges serving on the Court, 
and three members shall be 
appointed by the Chairman of 
the State Judicial Qualifica- 
tions Commission with the 
advice and consent of the 
other members of the commis- 
sion, of each group of three 
appointees no more than two 
snail be attorneys engaged in 
the active practice of law. 
In addition thereto there shall 
be two ex officio members, 
one from the House of Repre- 
sentatives and one from the 
Senate to be elected on the 
first day of each Regular Ses- 
sion of the Legislature by a 
majority of the membership 
of each House for a term 
ending on the first day of the 
next Regular Session. 


"(2) With the exception of 


the initial appointees, each 
member shall hold office for 
a term of six (6) years and 
until his successor is appointed 
and Has qualified. In making 
the initial appointments, each 
appointing officer shall desig- 
nate one (1) appointee to 
serve a term of two (2) years, 
one (1) appointee to serve a 
term of four (4) years, and 
one (1) appointee to serve a 
term of six (6) years. Interim 
vacancies shall be filled in the 
same manner as vacancies due 
to expiration of a full term, 
but only for the unexpired 
portion of .the term in ques- 
tion. The membership shall 
designate one of its members 
to serve as/chairman for a 
period of two (2) years.

The members of the 


commission shall be reim- 
bursed for actual and neces- 
sary expenses incurred in the 
performance of their, duties.

recommend the compensation 
per diem, and mileage allow- 
ance of members of the Legis- 
lature, and may recommend 
the salary of the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives

promulgate rules of ethics to

authority of the constitution 
and laws of the State of Texas 
and all persons who shall use

ture. The Texas State Ethics 
Commission shall further pro- 
mulgate 'rules providing that 
each member of the Legisla- 
ture and each of the herein"

officeholders 


upon election and any ap- 
pointee to any of these offices 
shall file with the State Ethics 
Commission a statement under 
oath setting out a complete 
financial, statement in detail 
within 10 days after being 
elected or receiving an ap- 
pointment. This information 
shall be privileged information 
to the State Ethics Commis- 
sion to be used only by them 
to determine if there exists a 
conflict of interests or if there 
is or has been a violation of 
any of the rules of ethics pro- 
mulgated by the Texas State 
Ethics Commission or any 
laws of the State of Texas.

All rules of ethics, 


compensation rates, mileage

30 days of each Special Session 
of the Legislature. No Regular 
Session shall be of longer 
duration than 140 days.

U.S. Dist. Judge Sarah T. 
Hughes' court Tuesday that he 
was ignorant of many regulations 
the SEC said his firm should have 
observed,

testified he was in no position to 
enforce them. 


A policy manual used in his 


firm, Ling testified, was pre- 
pared by employes. He said he 
read it but was not sure of 
everything it contained. His test- 
imony in nearly three hours on 
the stand pointed largely to two 
other defendants, both brokers 
with his firm, Ling and Co. 


The SEC suit, filed Jan. 18, 


sought a permanent injunction 
against 28 defendants. At the 
start of today's session, only 
eight defendants remained for 
the current hearing, three taking 
permanent injunction and 17 
taking preliminary injunctions on 
consent decrees, by 
Judge 


Hughes. 


The SEC seeks the permanent 


injunction to enjoin the defend- 
ants from violating its rules and 
regulations and forcing them "to 
obey the law or face contempt 
charges." 


Depositions, affidavits and 


other documents filed in support 
of the SEC case involved such 
Texas political figures as Gov. 
Preston Smith, the state Demo- 
cratic Executive Committee 
chairman, Dr. Elmer Baum, 
House Speaker Gus Mutscher, 
former Atty. Gen. Waggoner 
Carr and two other legislators. Of 
these, only Carr was named as a 
defendant He spent more than 
four hours on the stand Monday 
claiming complete innocence.

(AP) —Cambodian Premier Lon 
Nol's doctors have ordered him to 
give up all official duties tem- 
porarily amid rumors that he will 
resign. 


A communique on page five of 


the official news agency bulletin 
said today: "On medical recom- 
mendations, Gen. Lon Nol, pres- 
ident of the Council of Ministers, 
must suspend temporarily all 
activities in order to get a 
medical examination and treatr 
ment" 


A source close to Col. Lon Non, 


the premier's younger brother, 
said Lon Nol was expected to be 
out for about a month. 


Vice Premier Sisowath Sirik 


Matak will serve as acting pre- 
mier, the source said. Lon Nol 
also is Cambodia's defense min- 
ister. 


Rumors have circulated in 


Phnom Penh for several weeks 
that Lon Nol would resign. They 
have been published in local 
newspaper editorials during the 
past week. 


Diplomatic sources reported 


that the premier is ailing, but the 
nature of his illness was not 
known. 


"We are told he is not seriously 


ill but is ill enough so that he must 
stop work for a while," a Western 
diplomat said. "We are quite 
satisfied that the problem is a 
medical one."

In short order he sued the 
motorist for damages, blaming 
him for .driving across a side- 
walk without looking. 


But at the trial, the motorist 


said: 


"I wasn't/looking, but neither 


was he. If I was negligent, he 
was too." 


However, the court found no 


negligence on George's part and 
granted 
his claim. The judge 


said: 
. 
"It is the common experience 


of tired humanity to become im- 
mersed in thought and oblivious 
to 
one's 
surroundings, 
when 


travelling in a place of known 
safety. Therein lies no want of 
ordinary care." 


Not every court would be so 


tolerant of a pedestrian's day- 
dreaming. But it is true that the 
law does, by and large, look 
kindly on the pedestrian. It does 
not expect the same level of alert- 
ness from him as it demands from 
the motorist. 


Nor are motorists the only 


ones who must keep a lookout 
for the pedestrian's safety. For 
example: 


A baseball team was held li- 


able when a home run cleared a 
low fence and struck a passing 
pedestrian on the head. And the 
owner of a building was held 
liable when a. loose brick fell 
out of the parapet and landed on 
a passerby. 


Still, even a pedestrian may 


sometimes be found guilty of 
negligence! A woman shopper, 
walking home, fell down hard 
when her heel caught in a large 
crack in the sidewalk. Claiming 
compensation from the city, she 
charged that the sidewalk had 
been left in an unsafe condition. 


But she also admitted that she 


had seen the crack in lime to 
step over it. To the court, this 
meant that she had simply mis- 
judged the length of her step. 
Dismissing the case, the judge 
said she had no one to blame but 
herself.

February usually marks a 


change of season. With February 
comes signs of spring and the 
awakening of riew plant life ... 
and, too, comes the time to 
prepare for the many important 
chores of spring. 


The warm spring-like days of 


February will allow enjoyable 
planting of major trees, shrubs, 
and groundcovers. A winter or 
February planting will insure 
adequate moisture and cold to get 
the plants off to a good growing 
start come spring ... particularly 
those plants which are obtained 
bare-root. 
Early 
nursery 


selection, too, insures top quality 
plants and more of your nur- 
seryman's time and advice 
compared to the busy spring 
season of March and April. 


When planting new plants: 
—Prepare the soil well in ad- 


vance. 


—Prune away damaged roots 


on "bare-rooted plants" prior to 
planting and prune back at least 
one-third of the top or branch 
growth to compensate for the loss 
in root area upon planting. 
Pruning will stimulate new and 
better growth and help the plant 
to recover from the shock of 
planting. 


—Place the plant at its normal 


growing depth... not too deep and 
not too shallow. 


—Never fertilize a newly 


planted plant 


—Do not disturb the root 


system on balled or canned 
plants. Leave the burlap wrap in 
tack; yet, roll the upper portion 
of burlap away from the base of 
the plant once it is in place and 
before filling the hole with soil. 
Gently remove plants from cans 
which should be precut in the 
nursery so as not to disturb the 
plant's root system. 


—Firm the soil well around the 


plant to eliminate possible air 
pockets. 


—State top heavy plants which 


may be toppled or injured by 
wind. Do not bind or injure the 
bark or branches when staking. 


—Do not allow soil around the 


base of the newly planted plant to 
become compacted... but keep it 
loose and susceptible to water 
penetration. 


depends upon proposed plan- 
tings. Most annuals, perennials, 
and vegetable crops require soils 
prepared to a 12 to 8-inch depth; 
whereas, shrubs and trees will 
require 6 to 12 inches beyond the 
depth of the ball of earth or 
existing root system. Clay-type 
soils require a deeper cultivation 
to insure good drainage and 
water intake, whereas, sandy 
soils will tolerate a more shallow 
cultivation. 


Planting beds should be free of 


grasses and weeds which rob the 
desirable plants of food and 
moisture. Exposing grass and 
weed roots to cold and frost will 
often 
kill 
them, 
making 


eradication easier. Turn the soil 
during February and come 
March, weeding will be less of a 
problem. 


Garden beds should be raised 


well above normal ground level 
to insure surface drainage; thus, 
extra humus or organic material 
and soil should be added to 
prepare soils to allow for settling, 
yet maintain several inches 
above the normal ground line. 


Azaleas, because of their vivid 


blooms, are well worth the effort 
in landscape; yet, it takes 
somewhat of an effort to get this 
popular plant to grow well and 
perform in the average home- 
grounds. The key to good azalea 
culture is: good drainage, an 
acid, loamy soil, not too deeply 
planted, a good mulch, protection 
from hot summer sun and heat, 
and proper moisture and fer- 
tilization. The gardener must 
accept the responsibility of care 
for azaleas to produce healthy 
plants. The earlier one plants 
azaleas in February, the better 
established they will be for good 


spring growth and bloom. 


In making gardens or in 


planting around the home or 
other buildings, azaleas have 
specific values as shrubs. A 
proper selection of varieties will 
provide a blooming season in the 
garden of almost 3 months from 
early spring until early summer, 
and the possibilities for color 
combinations are extensive. 


An excellent planting location 


for 
azaleas is against 
a 


background of dark, shady 
foliage of evergreen trees and tall 
shrubs, and the evergreen 
varieties are just as valuable as 
other ornamental shrubs in 
keeping the garden green when 
they are not in flower. 


Their tolerance of shady 


conditions makes azaleas useful 
in city as well as in suburban and 
country gardens, when planted 
against the shadier sides of 
buildings in a patio or courtyard 
where sunlight is limited, or 
under large trees. 


When a planting is needed 


along a winding path, around a 
group of small trees, hi the 
corner of a wooded area, on, a 
projection into a pool or the bank 
of a brook, azaleas are ideally 
adapted to such locations. 


While their use for hedges 


should be limited, azaleas can be 
used for this purpose. The 
Kurumes especially can be 
clipped to a smooth round sur- 
face. In gardens of modern or 
contemporary design, a proper 
azalea planting can be used to 
reflect the masses or lines of this 
type of building. Here the em- 
phasis is that of the virtue of 
simple masses in texture and 
color and on structural lines as 
opposed to superficial 
or- 


namentation.

Occasional warm days, leaf 


buds, and robins indicate that 
spring is not far away... and with 
spring comes the often hurried 
and short planting season in the 
landscape. Sunny February days 
are ideal for preparing planting 
beds for spring planting. The key 
to good gardening depends to a 
great extent on how well the soil 
is prepared. Basically, the soil 
holds the plant in place in an 
upright position and supplies 
food, oxygen, and moisture. As 
simple as this may seem, many 
gardening soils fail to provide 
these basic essentials. 


To insure good drainage, soil, 


air, and water holding ability, 
organic or humus materials are 
needed in most gardening soils, 
particularly sandy soils or clay- 
type soils common to North and 
East Texas. Spagnum peatmoss 
is an excellent investment when 
it is well incorporated into a 
garden bed in that it holds, 
moisture yet, insures drainage. 
There are a number of types of 
peatmoss on the 
market; 


however, spagnum type peat is 
by far the longer lasting and 
better for soil conditioning. 
Animal manures, leafmold, and 
compost, too, condition the soil 
for good plant production and, if 
used in generous amounts, will 
often times eliminate the need for 
peatmoss. 
All gardening beds should be 


deep and well worked to allow for 
extensive

development Deep and extensive 
root systems do not dry out 
quickly in the summer and offer 
the plant more food intake from 
the soil area.
